Considering that it is requisite at the execution of the Law of 8 
August J.862 (Staatsblad N°* 165), containing abolition of Slavery at 
the islands Curapao, Bonaire, Aruba, St. Eustatius, Saba and St. 
Martin (Neth. Part) to enact some regulations on the hire of house 
servants, labourers and workmen. 
Seen art. 7 of the Regulation enacted by Our decree of this day N0- 
114 regulating the judicial competeucy of the District-Commissariea 
at Curapao and St. Eustatius, of the Gezaghebbers of Bonaiie, Aruba 
and Saba and of the Officer charged at St. Martin (Neth. Part) with 
the exercise of the functions of District-Commissary. 
At the proposal of Our Minister for the Colouies of the 14th of No­ 
vember 1862 Litt. B N°* 9. 
Heard the Council of State (advice of the 12th of December 1862 
N°- 7). 


Seen the later report of Our Minister of Finances, temporarily 
charged with the direction of the Department of the Colonies of the 14th 
of January 1863 Litt. B. N°' 1. 
Have thought proper and nnderstood : 
Art. 1. 
Personal services can be engaged only for a time or for a special 
undertaking. 
Art. 2. 
If the lease has been drawn up before the District-Commissary at 
Curapao and St. Eustatius, the Gezaghebbers at Bonaire, Aruba 
and Saba or at St. Martin (Neth. Part) before the Officer charged 
Tvith the funcrtons of District-Commissary, the annotation held by such 


a functionary according to Iiia iustnictions, will be a legal proof as to 
the time of the lease, the wages and the time of paymeut of the same. 
Art. 3. 
The employers word shall be credited if required strenghtened by 
oath in case the lease has not been drawn up before the functionary 
mentioned in art. 2, 
Eegarding: the amount of wages and the stipulated supplies, 
the payment of tlie wages for the time already due, 
the amount advanced on the wages of the current term of hire and 
the time for which the hire has been contracted. 
Art. 4. 
The servants, domestics, workmen and labourers who are hired for 
a certain time, are not allowed to leave tlieir employers without legal 
reasons to the decision of the District-Commissary nor are they to be 
dismissed before the expiration of the lease. 
If they leave their employ within the stipulated time without legal 
reason, they forfeit the wages due aud all other benefits stipulated by 
the lease. 
Art. 5. 
The employer is qualified to discharge his servants, labourers and 
workmen at any time without alleging reasons for it, but in such a 
case he shall be bound to pay to them, besides the wages already due 
as a compensation the wages for the time of six weeks calculatiug 
from the day of their discharge. 
If the lease should have been made for less than six weeks, or less 
then six weeks are wanting for its expiration, the servants, labourers 
and workmen are entitled to the'full amount of wages. 
Our Minister for the Colonies is charged with the execution of these 
presents of which a copy shall be sent to the Council of State for 
information.
